Alabama have not advanced their ad­ 
vertising rates to any great extent 
and yet they have been faced with an 
increase vof three or four times the 
price of paper, the price of type metal 
has practically doubled, the price of 
ink has almost doubled and the wages 
paid every workman have nearly dou­ 
bled. 
Under these conditions there 
must be a substantial n^iRe in all 
k‘.nds of advertising rates and there 
must bo a cessation of the lavish giv­ 
ing a way of free space which 
the 
public seems to think should continue 
indefinitely. 
The large metropolitan 
dailies with the splendid rates which 
they secure for their space will grad> 
ually absorb the available output of 
news print and the smaller dailies be 
seriously crippled if not put out of 
business unless the advertisers real­ 
ise conditions and cheerfully consent 
to a raise In their rates which will 
enable the papers to pay the prices 
now demanded for paper and oper 
uting expenses.— Selma Journal.
